The inventions relating to claims 1-6 and 10-21 do not appear to involve an inventive step 
based on docximent 1 cited in the ISR [JP, 2001-329150, A (Kaneka Corp.), 27 November, 2001, 
Claims; Par. Nos. [0006], [0021]-[0022], [0031]-[0032], [0037]-[0038], [00511-r0053] &EP, 1283245 
A1& WO, 01/88035, Al]. 

When the inventions relating to claims 1-6 and 10-21 and the inventions described in document 
1 are compared, they differ in that the former has a polyamide for a matrix, the latter has a polyester. 

However, because polyester and polyamide are both extremely common as dehydrated 
condensation resins and a composition comprising polyamide and layered silicate is well-known, in 
the inventions described in document 1, substituting a polyester resin for a polyamide resin is 
something that a party skilled in the art can easily conceive of. 

The inventions relating to claims 7-9 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
document 1 and document 2 [JP, 2001-302911, A (Asahi Kasei Corp.), 31 October, 2001, Claims; Par. 
Nos. [0032].[0036] & EP, 1 125985, Al & US, 2001/31831, Al] cited in the ISR. 

Because document 2 describes a polyamide resin composition wherein a granulated and 
fibrillated carbon black is blended for the purpose of adding conductivity, in the inventions described 
in document 1, substituting a polyester resin for a polyamide resin and blending a granulated and 
fibrillated carbon black for the purpose of adding conductivity are matters that a party skilled in the art 
can easily conceive of.
